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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


THE  COLLEGE  OF  ARTS  AND  SCIENCES  of  The  American  University  is 
a  coeducational  institution  offering  courses  of  study  to  men  and  women  of  superior 
academic  ability.  The  curriculums  lead  to  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and 
Bachelor  of  Science. 


Location 

The  campus  is  located  on  seventy-five 
wooded  acres  on  the  highest  hilltop  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  at  Massachu- 
setts and  Nebraska  Avenues,  Northwest. 
It  is  conveniently  reached  by  N-l  and 
N-2  buses  from  downtown  Washington, 
by  the  Crosstown  H-2  bus  with  transfer 
to  N-2  at  49th  Street  and  Massachusetts 
Avenue,  and  by  No.  30  streetcar  with 
transfer  to  the  N-2  bus  at  Massachusetts 
and   Wisconsin   Avenues. 

Registration 

Students  register  for  second  semester 
in  Battelle  Memorial  Hall  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday,  January  29  and  30,  begin- 
ning at  9:30  a.  m. 

First  Classes 

Classes  begin  on  Wednesday  morning, 
January  31,  at  8:30  a.  m. 

Admission 

A  student  is  admitted  either  to  fresh- 
man or  to  advanced  standing.  The  Col- 
lege has  an  established  policy  of  encour- 
aging graduates  of  junior  colleges  to  con- 
tinue their  university  level  work  in 
Washington. 

Freshman  Standing:  A  student  is  ad- 
mitted to  freshman  standing  either  by 
certificate  or  examination.  A  graduate 
of  an  approved  secondary  school  may  be 
admitted  if  such  student  has  completed 
a  minimum  of  fifteen  units  of  work,  at 
least  twelve  of  which  must  be  presented 


in  academic  subjects  such  as  English,  for- 
eign languages,  mathematics,  natural  sci- 
ences, and  social  sciences.  The  other 
three  units  may  be  presented  in  any  sub- 
jects in  the  regular  curriculum  of  the 
secondary  school.  The  Committee  on 
Admissions  accepts  a  student  whose  tran- 
script of  record  indicates  that  the  appli- 
cant is  capable  of  superior  academic  per- 
formance. 

A  student  may  also  be  admitted  upon 
certification  by  the  College  Entrance 
Board. 

Advanced  Standing:  A  student  is  ad- 
mitted to  advanced  standing  by  transfer 
from  an  accredited  institution,  provided 
such  student's  previous  college  record  is 
acceptable  and  indicates  superior  aca- 
demic performance  in  progress  toward 
graduation.  A  student  entering  with  ad- 
vanced standing  must  meet  the  specific 
graduation  requirements  of  The  Ameri- 
can University,  including  the  residence 
requirement  of  a  minimum  of  thirty 
semester  hours  of  work  satisfactorily 
passed. 

Admission  Procedure 

Application  for  admission  is  made  to 
the  Dean  of  the  College  by  submission 
of  the  following  documents  on  forms 
supplied  by  the  Dean's  Office : 

1 .  Application  for  admission  filled  out 
in  the  applicant's  own  handwriting. 

2.  Transcript  of  record  filled  out  by 
the  secondary  school  principal  or  head- 
master and  transmitted  directly  to  the 
Dean. 
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3.  A  matriculation  form  filled  out  by 
the  applicant  and  accompanied  by  a  fee  of 
$10  which  is  applied  on  the  student's 
account  for  the  semester  or  returned  if 
the  applicant  is  refused  admission. 

4.  A  health  form  submitted  by  the 
student's  family  physician  after  the  stu- 
dent has  been  accepted  and  the  matricula- 
tion fee  paid. 

Residence 

During  the  academic  year  1944-1945 
students  reside  in  the  Women's  Resi- 
dence Hall  or  Hamilton  House.  Appli- 
cation for  residence  accommodation  is 
made  to  the  Bursar.  A  room  deposit  of 
$10  must  accompany  the  request  for  room 
reservation.  Rooms  are  single,  shared 
with  one  roommate,  or  shared  with  two 
roommates. 

Maid  Service 

The  College  provides  maid  service  in 
residence  halls,  which  are  in  charge  of 
the  University  housekeeper,  but  stu- 
dents are  expected  to  make  their  own 
beds. 

Linen 

The  housekeeper  supplies  sheets  and 
towels  and  provides  for  the  laundry 
service  of  these  items. 

Furnishings 

The  room  of  an  upperclass  woman  is 
furnished  with  a  single  bed,  pillow,  blan- 
kets, dresser,  study  desk  and  chair,  Vene- 
tian blinds,  and  rug.  An  upperclass 
woman  supplies  her  study  lamps,  waste- 
baskets,  and  shoe  bags. 

The  room  of  an  underclass  woman  is 
furnished  with  a  Hollywood  bed,  pillow, 
blankets,  dresser,  study  desk,  and  chair. 

Supervision 

The  residence  halls  are  supervised  by 
the  Dean  of  Women.     Each  hall  is  di- 


rectly in  charge  of  a  carefully  selected 
head  resident  who  is  assisted  by  a  gradu- 
ate resident  in  charge  of  each  residence 
wing. 

Desk  Duty 

During  the  war  period  each  student 
in  residence  is  required  to  perform  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  desk  duty  in  the  residence 
halls.  This  obligation  amounts  to  about 
two  hours  a  month. 

The  Dining  Room 

Students  in  residence  take  their  meals 
in  the  dining  room  located  in  the  Wom- 
en's Residence  Hall. 

Student  Health 

Recognizing  the  strenuous  character  of 
the  curricular  and  extracurricular  pro- 
gram, the  College  maintains  a  health 
service  directed  by  a  physician  and  two 
resident  nurses.  Continued  evaluation 
is  made  of  each  student's  physical  condi- 
tion. Adequate  infirmary  rooms  are 
provided. 

Chapel 

Chapel  is  held  in  Metropolitan  Memo- 
rial Church  on  Thursday  at  1 1  :20  a.  m. 
Attendance  of  all  students  is  required. 

Direction  for  New  Resident 
Students 

Baggage:  Students  direct  their  trunks 
to  the  residence  hall  in  which  they  have 
been  assigned  rooms.  Arrangements 
should  be  made  at  the  Union  Station  to 
have  baggage  transferred  to  the  campus. 

Mall  and  Express:  Mail,  express,  and 
telegrams  are  addressed  to  the  student  at 
the  hall  where  such  student  resides,  and 
should  be  marked  with  room  number. 
The  mail  address  of  the  College  is  Col-

Textbooks  and  Supplies:  Students  may 
procure  textbooks  and  supplies  at  the 
College  Book  Store. 

The  Cost  of  the  Academic  Year 

Tuition :  The  regular  tuition  for  stu- 
dents registered  for  fulltime  work  of 
twelve  to  seventeen  hours  is  $370,  pay- 
able in  advance  $180  at  the  beginning 
of  the  spring  semester  and  $190  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  semester.  This  sum 
includes  a  registration  fee,  fees  for  li- 
brary, health  service,  laboratory  supplies, 
student  activities,  orientation  fees,  and 
admission  to  University  events  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  College.  There 
are  no  other  fees.  The  registration  and 
student  activities  fees  are  not  refundable. 

Credit-Hour  Fees:  Students  carrying 
less  than  twelve  academic  hours  pay  fees 
of  $10  a  credit  hour.  Students  carrying 
more  than  seventeen  hours  a  semester 
pay  an  additional  fee  of  $10  for  each 
credit  hour  above  seventeen. 

Special  Health  Fee:  The  student 
Health  Service  is  available  to  students 
carrying  less  than  twelve  semester  hours 
for  a  fee  of  $5  a  semester. 

Student  Activities:  Students  carrying 
less  than  twelve  semester  hours  may  pay 
the  student  activities  fee  of  $15,  payable 
$8  the  first  semester  and  $7  the  second 
semester,  and  be  entitled  to  the  social 
privileges  which  fulltime  students  enjoy. 

Chemistry  Breakage  Deposit:  Stu- 
dents in  chemistry  are  required  to  pay 
a  deposit  of  $5  a  course  to  cover  the 
cost  of  breakage  of  apparatus;  whatever 
is  left,  after  deduction  for  breakage  has 
been  made,  is  returned  to  the  student. 

Residence  Fees:  Residence   fees  a  se- 


mester are:  Room  alone,  $115;  room 
shared  with  roommate,  $85 ;  room 
shared  with  two  roommates,  $80.  In 
addition,  each  student  in  residence  pays 
a  fee  of  $5  a  semester  for  bed  linen  and 
towels  and  the  laundry  service  for  these 
items. 

Dining  Room  Fees:  Dining  room  fees 
include  breakfasts  and  dinners ;  lunch- 
eons are  ordered  and  paid  for  by  the 
student  at  the  time  of  service.  The  fees 
for  breakfast  and  dinner,  payable  in  ad- 
vance, are  $140  for  the  spring  semester. 
Coupon  books  for  luncheon  may  be  pur- 
chased from  the  bursar  at  a  discount  of 
ten  per  cent  from  the  cafeteria  prices. 
Students  should  expect  their  luncheons 
to  cost  approximately  $80  during  the 
academic  year. 

Residence  Seasons 

The  fees  charged  for  room  and  meals 
for  the  spring  semester  are  for  the  period 
beginning  with  breakfast  January  31, 
1945,  and  including  dinner  Monday, 
June  4,  1945.

The  External  Examinations 

The  College  seeks  to  evaluate  the 
achievement  of  its  students  so  that  they 
may  be  given  the  maximum  opportunity 
to  develop  according  to  their  own  ca- 
pacity and  "stride."     As  a  part  of  the 
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college  measurement  program,  the  Grad- 
uate Record  Examination  developed  by 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Teaching  is  administered 
to  all  sophomores  and  seniors.  In  1945 
the  Graduate  Record  Examination  will 
be  given  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  March 
22  and  23.  Freshmen  and  sophomores 
who  enter  in  spring  semester  are  given 
the  National  Freshman  and  National 
Sophomore  Testing  Programs.  Parents 
are  privileged  to  ask  for  reports  of  evalu- 
ations and  profiles  from  the  Dean  of  the 
College  at  any  time  they  wish  to  inquire. 
The  College  announced  in  September 
1944  a  system  of  guidance  and  evalua- 
tion designed  to  benefit  students  in  their 
intellectual  and  social  growth.  As  a  re- 
sult, it  gives  this  notice  that  any  pro- 
cedures developed  may  be  made  appli- 
cable to  students  enrolled  subsequent  to 
September  1,   1944.

Veterans'  Registration 

The  academic  program  of  the  College 
is  planned  to  meet  the  needs  of  service 
men  and  women  who  return  from  the 


armed   forces  to  complete  their   formal 
education. 

Procedure  under  Public  Law  346: 
Any  person  who  has  served  in  active  mil- 
itary or  naval  service  since  September 
16,  1940,  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  or 
more  and  has  been  discharged  or  released 
from  service  under  conditions  other  than 
dishonorable,  is  entitled  to  one  calendar 
year  of  fulltime  study  or  its  equivalent 
in  parttime  study.  A  veteran  is  entitled 
to  as  many  additional  months  of  educa- 
tion as  he  has  spent  in  service.  The  vet- 
eran receives  the  cost  of  his  tuition,  fees, 
books,  and  supplies  for  the  regular  college 
year  up  to  $500  and,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Veterans'  Administrator,  subsistence 
of  $50  a  month  if  he  has  no  dependents 
and  $75  if  he  has  dependents. 

Entitlement  Certification :  A  veteran 
may  enter  the  College  by  presenting  to 
the  Dean  an  official  letter  of  entitlement 
from  the  Veterans'  Administrator. 

The  Dean  of  the  College  will  be 
pleased  to  send  to  any  service  man  or 
woman  or  parents  a  copy  of  the  Uni- 
versity publication,  "Information  for 
Veterans  Planning  to  Enter  The  Ameri- 
can University." 

Advanced  Standing  for  Veterans :  The 
College  considers  the  application  of  each 
veteran  as  an  individual  case.  Advanced 
standing  is  evaluated  by  a  series  of  tests, 
competence  profiles,  and  translation  of 
training  and  service  experience  into 
semester-hour  units  on  the  basis  of  a 
standard  table  developed  by  regional 
accrediting  agencies  for  the  use  of  regis- 
trars.
